errand was to be paſſing in ſa ſolitarie a part, being from al 
waies:the fellow became on a ſodaine ſo amazed, and his 
tongue ſo faultered in his mouth, that vppon his luſpitious 
dehatiiour he begonne moꝛe narrow to look vnto him and 
examine him:and perceiuing that there appeared ſome thing 
to be hid vnder his cloke, he did calf by thelappes of it, and 
ſo finds a great wide pot to be vnder his arme, all full of coy» 
ned gold in great peeces aſſuring his maieſtp that it was 
4n very great quantity.

god will) that it could not become his maieſty to meddle a⸗ 
ny waies in that matter, fince no mans treaſure that is a 
free and lawful ſubiec tan, by the lam appertaine vnte tis 
Ring, except it be found hid vnder the earth, as this was not. 
Mherevnto he anſwered, that the fellow confeſſed vnto him 
that he was going to haue hid it vader the ground, but 
coulde not take leaſure at that time to enquire any further 
of him.

Che cauſe ofhis mas 
ieſties ſeruants folowing ſd faſt, vndeũred by hin, being on⸗ 
ly grounded Pong ſuſpition they had conceined that his ma⸗ 
ieſties intention of riding, was fo2 the appꝛehenſiõ ofthe ma⸗ 
ſter of Olephant, one who had late laid downe a vile e pzowd 
oppꝛeſlioni in Aogus, Fo2 repairing of tze which, they thoght 
that his maieſtie h had ſome purpoſe fo2 his app2ehenſion. 
Vut the layde maiſter Alexander (ering the duke and the 
- earle of Mar, with diuerſe ofthe court, getting freſh hoꝛſe fo; - 
following ok his maieſtie, earneſtly deſired him that he wold 
publiſh to his whole traine, that ſince he was to returne the 
ſame euening, as is afoze ſaid, they needed not to folow him, 
eſpccially that he thought it mieteſt his Maieſty Gould ſtay 
the duke and the earle of Mar to follow him, that he ſhould 
only take thze oz foure of his ownſcruants with him, affir- 
ming, that if any nobleman followed him, he could not aun⸗ 
ſwere fozit, but that they would marre that whole 
Whereupon his maieſtie halle angre, replied, that he would 
not miſtruſt the duke noz the earle of Mar in a greater pur⸗ 
poſe than that, and that he could not vnderſtand what hin⸗ 
derance any man could mabe in that errand, 

But theſe laf ſpechesof maiſter Alexanders, made the 
King beginne ta luſpect what it ſhould meane: w 
© manyandſund}y thoughts beganne to enter info the king⸗ 
mind: vet his maieſtie could neuer ſuſpect any harme to be 
intended againſt his PighneCe by that pong Gentleman, 
with whom his mateſtie had beenc ſo well acquainted, as he 
| hadnotlongbefoze bin in ſuite to beancofthe Gentlemen of 
his chamber: fo as, the fartheſt that the kings ſuſpition could 
reach to, was, that it might be, that the earle his bꝛother had 
bandled him ſo hardly, that the pong gentleman being of a 
hie ſpirit had faken ſuch dilpleaſure, as he was become ſome⸗ 
what beſide himſelle, which his maieſtie coniecured,as well 
by his raiſed and vncouth Laring,and TOY com" 
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All che time ol the hunting: as likewiſe, by ſuch ſkrange ſozte 
of vnlikely diſcourſes, as are already mentioned, 
@herevppon the king toke occaſion to make the Duke 
of Lennox acquainted with the whole purpoſe, enquiringof 
him very earneſtly what he knew of that yonggentflemans 
nature, being his bꝛother in la w: and if he had perteiued him 
to befubiect co any high appzehenſion, his maieſty declaring 
his ſuſpition plainly to the ſaid Lo2d Duke, that he thought 
him not well ſetled in his wits: alwayes deſiring my Lozde 
Duke not to faile to accompany him into that houſe, where 
the alleadged fellow and treaſure was. ' 
The Loꝛde Duke wondered much at that purpoſe, and 

thought it very vnlikelp:xet he affirmed, that he could neuer 
perteiue any ſuch appterante in that gentlmans inclination. 
But maiſter Alexander perteiuing his maieſties pꝛiuie cons 
ference with the Duke, e ſuſpecting the purpoſe as it appe@- 
red, came to the king, requeſting his maieſty very earneſtlp, 
hee ſhoulde make none liuing acquainted with that purpoſe, 
no; ſuffer none to go with his maieſtx where he ſhould con⸗ 
uoy him, but himſelfe only, vntill his maieſtp had onte ſ&ng 
the fellowe and the treaſure: whereunto his maieſty halte 
laughing, gaue anſwer, that he was no god teller of money, 
and behwued therefoze ta haue fome to helpe him in that er⸗ 
rand:his reply was, that he would ſuffer none to ſer it but his 
maieſties (elfe at the firſt, but afterwardes he might call in 
whom he pleaſed, 

Theſe ſpeches did fo increaſc his ſuſpition, that then der 
beganne directly to ſuſpect ſome treaſonable deuiſe: Pet mas 
ny ſuſpitions and thoughts duerwhelming one euerp one an 
other in his mind, his maieſtie could reſolue vpon no certain 
thing, but rode further on his idurney, betwirt truſt and di⸗ 
ſtruſt, being aſhamed to ſeem to ſuſpect, in reſpec ofthe clean 
neſle of his maieſties owne conſcience , except he had found 
fame greater ground. Maiſter Alexander ſtill pzeafing the 


king to ride n his owne hoꝛſe was — w

fo keeps company with the king fo2 wearines, hauing ridden 
with him al the chaſe befoze.The king being come two mile 
from Falkland, maiſter Alexander ſtaped alittle behinde the 
king in the wap. and poſted away the other ſeruant Andrew 
Ruthwen to the earle his bꝛother, aduertiſing him how farre 
the king was on his way to come thither. Then how ſwne 
ſoeuer the king came within a mile of lohnſtoun, he ſayde to 
his maieſtp, that he would poſt in befoꝛe, to aduertiſe the erle 
his bzother of his maieſties cõming: who at his incomming 
to him, was ſitting at the midſt of his dinner, neuer ſeming 
fo take knowledge of the kings comming, til his bother told 
it him, notwithſtanding that two of his ſeruants had aduer⸗ 
tiſed him thereof befoꝛe. And imediatelp vpon his bzothers 
repoꝛt, riſing in haſte from the boꝛd, and warning al the ſer⸗ 
uants and friendes fo accompany him to mete his maieſtie, 
who met him with th2e 02 foure ſcoʒe men, at the end ofthe 
Inche, his maieſties whole traine, not exceeding the number 
of fifteene per ons, and all wythout any kinde of armour, ex⸗ 
cept ſwoꝛdes, no not ſo much as daggers oz whingears. His 
matefty ſtaped an houre after his comming to the ſapd erles 
lodging in ſaint Iohnſtoun befoze his dinner tame in. The 
longſomnes of pꝛeparing the ſame, and badnes of the chere, 
being excuſed vpon the ſodaine comming ol his maieſtie vn⸗ 
loked fo2 there. 
During which time, his maieſty enquired ok maiſter A- 
lexander, when it was time fo2 him to goe to that pꝛiuate 
houſe, about that matter whereolhe had infozmed him: who 
anſwered that all was ſure enough, but that there was no 
haſte pet foꝛ an houre, til the king had dined at leiſure. Pꝛay⸗ 
ing his maieſty to leaue him, e not to be ſeene ta round with 
him befoze his bzother , who hauing milled him that moꝛn⸗ 
ing, might thereupon ſuſpect what the matter ſhould meane. 
@herefoze his maieſty addꝛeſſed hym to the earle , «and diſ⸗ 
courſed with him vpon ſundzy matters, but could get no di⸗ 
ret anfwer ofhim,buthalle nan imperfect an, 
| 2

Dis maiefly being ſet d/,wne to his dinner, the ſaid earle 
ſtode very penũue, and with a deiected countenance at theny 
ofhis maieſties table, oft roundins ouer his ſhoulder, one 
while to one or his ſeruants, and another while to an other: 
and off times went out and in to the chamber. Which fozme 
of behautoz he likewile kept before the kings ſitting downe 
to dinner: but without any w- icomtng of his niateflie, 62 a⸗ 
ny other hearty foꝛme of entertainement. The noblemen 
and gentlemen of the court that were with bez mateſtie ſian 
ding about the table, not deũred to dine (as the vſe is whey 
his maieſty is once ſet downe , and hie firſt ſeraice bzought 
bp) vntill his maieſty had almoſt dined. At which time the 
eatle conueyed them foꝛth to their dinner, but ſate not down 
with them himſelke (as the tommon maner is) but came back 
and ſtod ſilent at the end of the Kings table, as he did beſoze: 
which his maieſty perteiuing, beganne to entertaine the erle 
in a homely maner, wondꝛing he had not remaynedto dyne 
with his ghelts, and entertapne them there. 
Bis maieſty being ready to riſe from the table, and al his 
ſeruants in the hall at their dinner, maſter Alexander ſtand⸗ 
ing behinde his maieſties backe, pulled quietly vppon him, 
rounding in his maieſties eare, that it was time to goe, but 
that he would faine haue beene quit of the earle his bzether, 
wiſhing the king to ſend him out into the hall, to entertapne 
his ghelts : whereupon the king called fo2 dꝛinke, and in a 
mery and homely maner ſapd to the earle, that although the 
Earle had ſerne the faſhion of entertainement in other coun⸗ 
tries, vet he would teach him the Stottiſh faſhion, ſeting hee 
was a Dcottiſh man: aud therefoꝛe ſinte he had foꝛgotten to 
dꝛinke to his maieſty, oꝛ ſit with his gheſts and enterfayne 
them, his maieſty would dꝛinke to him his owne welcome, 
deſiringhim to take it foꝛth and dꝛinke to the reft offhecom- 
pany „ and in his maieſties name to make them welcome. 
Wherenpon as he went fw2th , his mateſty roſe from the ta- 
ble, and defired maiſter Alexander to bꝛing ſir * | 
| skine

akine with him: who deſiring the king to goxfo2ward with 
him, and pꝛomiſing that he ſhould make any one oꝛ two fol- 
lot him that he pleaſed to call fs2 , deſiring his maieſty to 
commaund publikely that none ſhould followe him. Thus 
the king accompanyed onely wyth the ſapd maiſer Alexan- 
der, comes fath of the chamber, paſſeth thzongh the ende of 
the hall, where the noblemen and his maieſties ſeruantes 
were ſitting at theyꝛ dinner, vp a turnepecke, and thꝛough 
thꝛee oz foure chambers , the ſapde Maiſter Alexander euer 
locking behind him euery doꝛe as he paſſed : and then with 
a mozeſmilingcountenaunce than he had all the day befoze, 
euer ſaying,he had hym ſure and (af? enough kept: vntill at 
the laſt, his maieſtp paſſing through thzee o2 foure ſund2p 
houſes, and all the dozes locke> behinde hym, his maieſty 
entred into a little ſtudp,where he ſawe ſtanding wpth a ve- 
ry abaſed countenance, not a bondman, but a freeman, with 
- dagger at his girdle. But his matelky had no ſoner entred 
into that little tudy, and maſter Alexander with him, but 
maiſter Alexander locked to the ſtudꝑ doe behinde him, and 
at that inſtant changing his countenar ce, putting his hatte 
on his head, and dꝛawing the dagger trom that other mans 
girdle, held the poynt ok it to the kings bꝛeaſt, auowing now 
that the kingbehoued to be in his will, and ſed as he liſt: 
ſwearing many blody oths, that it the king cryed one wozd, 
dz opened a window to loke out, that dagger chould pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly ao to his heart: aſtyʒming, that he was ſure, that now the 
kings conſcience was burthencd fo2murthering his father. 
Vis maieſty wondꝛing at ſo ſodayne an alteration, and ſtan⸗ 
ding naked, wythout any kinde of armour but his hunting 
hozne,which he had not gotten leplure to lap com him, be- 
twixt theſe two traytozs which had conſppꝛed his life: the 
ſayd maiſter Alexander ſtanding (as is ſayde) wyth adag- 
ger in his hand, and his lwoꝛde at his ſide: but the other 
frembling and quaking, rather like one 333 an 
executioner of ſuch an enterpꝛiſe. 
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aiefisbegimne then to dilate fo the ſaide maiſter 
N. hob hozrible a thing it was foz him to mevdle 
with his maieſties innocent bloud , aſſuring him if would 
not be leſt vnreuenged, ſince God had ginen him childꝛen x 
god ſubiects, and if they neither, vet God woulde raiſe vppe 
ſfocks and ſtones to punith ſo vile a derde. 

Pꝛoteſting beloꝛe Cod, that he had no burthen in his con- 
ſcience fo2 the execution of his father: both in reſpec that at 
the time of his fathers erecution, his mateſty was but a mi- 
nor of age, and guyded at that time by a faction which ouer⸗ 
ruled both his maieſtie, and the reſt of the cuntry:as allo that 
whatſoener was done to his father, it was done by the ozdi⸗ 
narie tourſe ot᷑ Law and Juſtice, 

Appealing the ſaide maiſter Alexander vppon his conſct- 
ente, hob well he at al times ſince had deſerued at the hands 
ok al his rate, not only hauing reſtoꝛed them to al their lands 
and dignities, vut alſo in nouriching and bꝛinging vp ol two 
oꝛ thꝛer ot his ſiſters, as it were in his owne holome, by a 
continual attendance vpon his maieſties deereft bedfelow in 
her pziny chamber. 

Laping alſo befoze him the terroꝛs ot his conſciente, eſpe⸗ 
cialy that he made pzofeſſion, accoꝛding ts his education, of 
ſame religion which his maieſtie had euer pꝛolfeſſed:e name⸗ 
lx. his maieſty remembꝛed him of that holy man, maſter Ro- 
bert Rollocke, whoſe ſcholler he was, aſſuring him that one 
day the ſaid maiſter Roberts ſoule would accuſe him, that he 
had neuer learned ol him to pꝛaciiſe ſuch vnnatural cruelty, 
Vis maieſty pꝛomiſing to him, on the wozd ofa pꝛince, that if 
he would ſpare his life;x (nffer him to go out again, he would 
neuer reueale to any fleſh liuing, what was betwirt them at 
that time, noꝛ neuer ſufferhim to incur any harm ozpuniſh- 
ment fo3 the ſame, 

But his maieſties feaxe was, that he could hope fo2 no 
ſparing at his hands:hauing ſuch crueltis in his los, ftan- 
ding ſo irrenerently couered with his hat on, which 4 of 
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rigoꝛous behauioꝛ, could pzognolficatenothingtahis mates 
Ky,but pꝛeſent extremity . But Allo ma ni der a 
language, he apperred tobe ſomewhat amazed, and bncone- 
ring his head againe, \woze and pꝛoteſted that his maieſties 
ufe ſhould be ſafe, if he would behaue hymlclfe quietly, wyth⸗ 
dut making noyfe 02 crying :and that he would onely bzing 
in the earle his bother, to ſpeake wyth his Paieſty: wheres 
vpon his Paieſky enquiring what the carle would doe with 
him, ſince (ik his maieſties life were ſafe accoꝛding to pꝛo⸗ 
mile) they could gayne little in keeping ſuch a pꝛiloner. Vis 
anſwer only was. that he could tell his maieſty no mozz,but 
that his life ſhould be ſale, in caſc he behaued hymlelfe quiets 
ly, thereſt,the earle his bother, whome he was going foz, 
would tel his maieſty at his comming. With that, as he was 
going fo2th foz his bꝛother, as he affyzmedhe furnd hym a- 
bout to the other man, ſaping theſe wozds vuto him, J make 
you here the kings kerper, till J come vacke agapne, and ſee 
that vou kepe him, vpon pour owne perill: and fherewithal. 
ſayd ta his Maieſtp, you mult content pour ſeife to haus this 
man now pour keeper, vntill my comming bachke. 

With theſe wozdes he palſeth foꝛth, locking the done al⸗ 
ter him, leauing his maieſty with that man he kound there 
befoꝛe him. Df whom his maielly then enquired, ik he were 
appaynted to be the murtherer ol him at that time, and howe 
farre he was vpon the caunſell of that conſpixacie, whole an⸗ 
ſwer with a trembling and aſtoniſhed voyce and behamoz, 
was, that as the Lo2d ſhould iudge him, he was neuer made 
acquapnted with that purpoſe, but that he was put in there 
perfo2ce,and the doꝛe lockt pon him, alittle ſpace hefoꝛe his 
Maieſties comming: as indeꝛde all the time ofthe ſayd ma⸗ 
ſter Alexanders menating his maicſty , he was euer trem- 
bling, requeſting him foz Gods ſake, and wich many ocher 
atteſtations, not to meddle with his maieſty, noz to do him 
any harme. But becauſe P. Alexander hadbefaze his going 
fwzth,nade the king ſweare he ſhould not crx, non open any 
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Window, his maieit commanded the ſaid fellow to open the 
window on his right hand, which he readily did: ſo that al⸗ 
though he was put in there to vſe violence on the king, pet 
God ſo turnd his heart, as he became a lane to his pꝛiſoner. 

While his maieſty was in this daungerous eſtate, and 
none of his owne ſeruantes noz traine knowing where hee 
was, and as his Paieſties trayne was ariſing in the Pall 
from thepz dinner, the earle of {: owrie being pꝛeſent wythy 
them, one of the earle ol Gowries ſeruants comes haſtily in, 
aſſaringthe Earle his maiſter, that his maieſty was hoꝛſed, 
and away thzongh the 3nlhe , which the Earle repozting to 
the noblemen, and the reſt of his mateftiestraine that was 
there pꝛeſent, they al ruſhed out together at the gate in great 
haſte: and ſome of his maicſties ſeruants enquiring of the 
Þozter when his maieſty went fazth 2 The Poꝛter affp2- 


med, that the king was not pet gone fozth . Wherevppon 


the Carte loked very angerlp vpon him, and ſayd he was 
hut a liar: pet turning him to the Duke, and fo the Earle 
of Marre, ſald he ſhould pzcſently get them ſure woꝛd where 
his Maieſty was, and with that, ranne thꝛeugh the cloſe, 
and vppe the ſtaires. But his purpoſe indeede was, to ſpeake 
with his bother, as apptered very well by the circumſtante 
oktime, his bꝛother hauing at that ſame inſtant left the king 
in the litle ſtudy, and ranne dolont the ſtaires in great haſte, 

Immediatlp after, thy earle commeth backe, running a- 
gayne to the gate, wherethe noblemen and the reſt, were 
ſtanding in amaze , aſſuring them that the king was gone 
long ſince out at the backe gate, and ifthep haſted them not 
the ſoner,they would not ouertake him, and with that called 
foꝛ his hozſe,whereat they ruſht all together out at the gate, 
and made toward the Jnthe,crying all foꝛ theyz hozſes : pal⸗ 
ung all (as it was the pꝛouidence ot᷑ Cod) vnder one ofthe 
windows ofthat bud, wherein his maiefiy mas. Co whom 
maifter Alexander very fpedily returned, and at his incom⸗ 
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perate manner, ſaide, he could not mend it, his Paieſtie be* 
hwued to die:and with that, offered a garter to bind his ma? 
teſties hands, with (wearmg,he behwued to be bound. Mis 
maieſtie at that wo3d of binding, ſaid, he was boꝛne a free K. 
and ſhould die a fre king. Wyerevpon he griping his Pa⸗ 
ieſtie by the wꝛeſt ofthe hand, to haue bound him, his Paie⸗ 
ffie releeued himſelle ſodainely of his gripes:wherevpon, as 
Hee putte his right hand to his ſwo2d , his maieſtie with his 
right hand ſeazed vgan both his hand and his ſwoꝛde, and 
with his let hand claſped him by the thꝛoat, like as he with 
his left hand claſpt the ing by the th2oat, with two oz thaw 
of his fingers in his Maieſties mouth, to haue ſtaied him 
rom crying. In this maner of wꝛeſtling his Paieſtie per⸗ 
fo2ce dꝛew him to the window, which he had cauſed the 
other man befazeta open vnto him, and vader the which 
was palling by at the ſame time the Kings traine, and the 
Carle of Gowric with them, as is (aide, and holding out the 
right fide orhis head and right elbow, cryed, that they were 
murthung him there in that trealonable fozme:whole voice 
being inſtantly heard and knowne by the Dune of Lennox; 
the Erleof Marre, and thercſt of his maieſties traine there: 
the laide Earle of Gowrie euer aſking what it meant: and 
neuer ſeeming any wates to haue ſen his maieſtie, oz heard 
his voyce, they all ruſhed in at the gate together, the Duke 
and the Carle of Marre running about to come by thatpal- 
ſage his maieſtie tame in at. But the Earle of Gowric and 
his ſeruants made them fo2 another way vp a quiet Turne⸗ 
peck, which was euer condemned befoze, and was only then 
left open, (as appeared) foꝛ that purpoſe, | 

And in this means time, his maieſtie, with ſtrugling 
and wꝛaſtling with the ſaid macſter Alexander, had bzought 
him perfo2ce out of that ſtudy, the doze whereof,foz haſte, he 
had left open at his laſt in- comming, and his maieſtie ha⸗ 

uing gotten, (with long ſtrugling) the ſarde maiſter Ale x- 
anders head vnder his arme, andhumſelfe on his kngs, his 
Ma.dꝛoue him backe perfozce to the doze of the ſame 
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ptke,and as his maieſtie was thꝛowing his ſwoꝛd out ofhis 
hand, thinking to haue ſtricken him therewith, and then to 
haue ſhotte him ouer the ſtaire, the other fellow ſtanding be⸗ 
hinde the Ringes backe, and dooing nothing but trembling 
all the time, Dir lohn Ramſay, not knowing what way fürſt 
to enter, atter he had heard the Ringes cry, by chanre findes 
that T urn-pecke 2002 open, and folowing it vp to the head, 
enters in into the chamber, and findes his maieſtie and mai⸗ 
ſter Alexander ſtrugling in that fozme, as is befoꝛe ſapde: 
and attcr he had twiſe o2 thziſe ſtricken maiſter Alexander 
with his dagger, the other man withdꝛew himlelfe, his mas 
ieſtie ſtill keeping his gripes, and holding him cloſe to him: 
immediatly thercaftcrhe tooke the ſaxd maiſter Alexander 
by the ſhoulders, and ſhotte him downe the ſtaire: who was 
no ſconer ſhotte out at the dooꝛe, but hee was met by Sir 
Thomas Erskine and Sir Hew Hereis, who there vpon the 
ſtaire ended him: the ſayde Sir Thomas Erskine being caſt 
behind the Duke and the Carle of Mar that ran about the o⸗ 
ther wap, by the occaſion ofhis medling with the ſayde late 
Carle in the ſtreete, after the hearing ol his maieſties trie. 
| Foz vppon the hearing thereof, hee had claſped the Earle of 
Gowrie by the goꝛget, and caſting him vnder his feete, and 
wanting a dagger to haue ſtricken him with, the ſayd Earls 
men rid the Earle their maiſfer out of his handes: wh ere⸗ 
by he was caft behinde the reſt, as is ſayd: and milling the 
tompanie, and hearing the ſayde Sir lohn Ramſayes voyce 
vpon the Turn⸗peck head, ran vp to theſayd Chamber, and 
crped vpon the ſapd Sir He w Hereis and another ſeruant ta 
follow him: where, meeting with the ſapd maiſter Alexan- 
der in the Turne pecke, he ended him there, as is ſayd : the 
ſapd maiſter Alexander crying fo2 his laſt wozres , Alas I 
had net the weight of it. But no ſooner could the ſapde Sir 
Thomas, Sir Hew, and another leruaunt winne into the 
Chamber where his maieſtie was, but that theyſapde Earle 
of Gown, befozcthey could gette the Booze ſhut , followed 
them in at the backe, hauing caſt him directly to W 
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that pꝛiup paſſage, as is befoze ſaid : who at his firſt entries 
hauing ad2zawne (wozd in enery hand, and a ſtœle bonet on 
his head, accompanied with ſeuen ofhis ſeruants,cucry one 
ofthem hauing in like maner a dzawn ſwo2d, cried out with 
a great oath,that they ſhould al dic as fraifozs. al the which 
time his maieſtie was ſtill in the chamber who ſeeing the 
erle of Gowrie come in with his ſwozds in his hands, ſought 
fo; maiſter Alexanders ſwoꝛd which had fallen from him at 
his out- ſhutting at the doꝛe, hauing no ſoꝛte of weapons of 
his owe, as is ſapde: but then was that backe by his owne 
ſcruants that were there, into the little ſtudie, and the doe 
ſhut vpon him: who hauing put his maicſty in ſaletp, re-en⸗ 
countred the ſaide Earle and his ſeruants, his maieſties ſer⸗ 
uants being onelp in number foure, to wit, ir Hugh Hereis, 
fir lohn Ramſay, and one Wilſon, a ſeruant of lames Erskins, 
a b;other of the ſapd fir Thomas, the ſayde Carle hauing ſe- 
uen ofhis owe ſcruantes with him Pet it pleaſed God, ac⸗ 
ter many ſtrokes on all handes , to giue his Maieſties ſer⸗ 
uants the vicoze, the ſayde Earle of Gowrie being ſtriken 
dead with a ſtroke thꝛough the heart, which the ſaid fir lohn 
Ramſay gaue him, without once crying vpon Cod, and the 
reſt of his ſeruants dungouer the ſtaires with many hurtes, 
as in like maner the faid fir Thomas Erskin, ſir Hugh Hereis 
and ſir Iohn Ramſay, were al th: very ſoze hurt and wotm- 
ded, | 
But al the time ofthis fight, the duke ol Lennox. the Erle 
of Mar, ę the reſt ofhis aieſties traine, were ſtriking with 
great hammers at the vtter doꝛe, whereby his maieſtp pallt 
vp to the chamber with the ſaid . Alexander, which alſo 
he had lockt in his by comming with his maieſtie to the chä⸗ 
ber: but by reaſon of the ſtrength ofthe ſaid double doꝛe, the 
whole wall being likewiſe of bw2des , and yeelding with the 
ftrokes : it did bide them the ſpace of halfe an houre 6 mo2e, 
befoze they could get it bꝛoken haue entreſſe: who hauing 
met with his Paieſty, found (beyond their erpcctation) his 
maieſtie deliuered from ſo immiuent a perill, and the ſayde 
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late Earle the pzincipall conſpirato2 lying dead at his Pa- 
ieſties feete. Immediatlp thereafter his maieſtp kneeling 
dowae on his knees, in the midſt of his owne ſeruants, and 
they all kneeling rounde avout him: his maieſty out of his 
owne mouth thanked Cod ok that nuraculous deliuerance 
and victs2y, aſſuring himſelke, that God had pꝛeſerued him 
from ſo diſpaired a perill, fo2 the perfiting of ſome greater 
woꝛk behind, to his gloꝛie, x fo2 p2ocuring by him the weale 
sf his pcople, that God had committed fo his charge. Af- 
ter this the tumult ofthe towne hearing of the laughter of 
the ſaid earle of Gowne their Pꝛouoſt, and not knowing 
the manner thereof, noz beenigon the counſell of his trea⸗ 
ſonable attempt, continued foz the ſpace of twoo oz thꝛee 
houres thereafter , vatul his maieſtie by oft ſpeaking out to 
them at the windowes, and beckoning to them with his 
gwne hand, pactiptng them, cauſing the Bailies and the reſt 
of the honeſt men of the fowne to be bꝛought into the cham⸗ 
ber, to whome hauing declared the whole foꝛme of that 
ſtrange accident, he tommitted the houle and bodies of the 
ſaid traitours bꝛethzen, to their keeping, vntill his maie⸗ 
ſties further plealure were knowne. His maieſtie hauing 
befoꝛc his parting out of that towne, cauled to ſearch the 
faid carie vi Gowries pockets, in caſe any letters that might 
further the diſcouerp of that conſpiracy might bee founde 
therein. But nothing was fornde in them, but alittle cloſe 
parchinent bag, full of Magicall charaders, and woꝛdes of 
inchantment, wherein it ſeemed that hee had put his confi⸗ 
dence, thinking himſcifeneuer ſafe without them, and there⸗ 
foze euer caricd them about with him: beeing allo obſcrued, 
that while they werc vpon him, dis wound whereofhe died, 
bled not, but inconttuent after the taking of them away, 
the blood guſhed out in great abundance, to the great admi⸗ 
ration ot all the beholders. An inkamp which hath followed 
and ſpotted the race of this houſe, fo2 many diſcents, as is 
notoꝛiouſly knowne to the whole countrie. Thus the night 
was farre ſpent, beeing nesre eight houres : at euening be» 
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foze his maieſtie could ( foꝛ the great tumult that was in the 
towne) depart out ol the ſame. But befoze his maieſty had 
ridden koure myles out of the ſame towardes Falkland, als 
though the night was very darke and rainy: the whole way 
was clad with all ſoꝛt ot people, both hozſe and fote, mieting 
him with great ioy and acclamation. The frequencie and 
concourſs of perſons ofall degrees to Falkland, the reſt of the 
werke, and ts Edenburgh the next, from all the quarters of 
the countrie, the teſtimony of the lubiectes Hearty affection 
and top fo2 his maieſties deliuerie, expꝛeſſed euery where, by 
ringing of bels,bonefiers, ſhoting oũt guns ok all ſoꝛts, both 
by ſea and land c. with all other things enſuing thereupon, 
J haue of ſet purpoſe pꝛetermitied, as wellknowneto all 
men, and impertinent to this diſcourſe: contenting my lelfe 
with this plaine and ſimple narration : adding onelp foz ex⸗ 
planation and conrmation thereor,; the depoſitions of cer- 
taine perſons, who were either adoꝛs, and eie-witneſſes, oꝛ 
immediate hearers of thoſe thinges that they declare and te⸗ 
ſtifie: wherein if the Keader ſhall find any thing differing 
from this narration , either in ſubſtance oꝛ circumſtance, he 
may vnderſtand the ſame ta be vttered by the deponer in his 
owne behafe, foz obtaining ok his maieſties 
paincely grace and fausz.

In preſence of the Lord Chancellor, Lord Freafurer, Lorde 
Secretary, Lord Comptroller, Lord Aduocate, the Lord 
Incheffray, andSir George Home of Spot — 
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late Iohn earle of Gowrie, the time ofhis being with him at 
Strabran, oz ifhe had heard the ſayd earle make any motion 
ofthe treaſon intended againſt his ropall maieſtie, depones, 
that he neither heard, noꝛ ſaw, any appearance of any ſuch 
intention in the ſaid Earle. 
Demaunded, ifhe was in any purpoſe with the ſaid Erle, 
againf any matters ofcurioſitie : depones, that at their be⸗ 
ing in Strabran, ſome of their company found an Edder, 
which being killed, and knowledge thereof cemming to the 
Carle, the Earle ſapde to this deponer, Bogy, ifthe Edder 
had not beene ſlaine, re ſhould haue ſcene a god ſpoꝛt: fo2 J 
ſhould haue cauſed her ffand Clit] , and ſhee ſhould not haue 
p2ellſed away,by pꝛonouncing ofan Hebꝛem word, which in 
Scottiſh is called Holineſſe, but the Bebzew woꝛd the depo⸗ 
ner remembers not of: and that the Carle ſapde hee had put 
the ſame in pꝛactiſe oft befoze. And this deponer enquiring 
ofthe earle where he got the Yeb2cw woꝛd, the earle anſwt- 
red, in a Cabbaliſt of the Jewes, and that it was by Tradi⸗ 
tion: and the deponer inguiring what a Cabbaliſt meaned:

that he was to ride to Ruthwen : the earle ſaid to him, yon 
muſt ride to Falkland with maſter Alexander my bꝛother, 
and when he directs pou backe, ſe that pe returne with all 
diligence, if he ſend a letter oz any other aduertiſement with 
vou. 
Depones, that the maſter directed him to ſend foꝛ Andrew 
Ruthwen fo be in readineſſe, to ride with them the moꝛrow 
at foure houres in the moꝛning. | 
Declares, that they comming to Falkland about ſeuen 
houres in the mozning, the maſter ſtaied in a lodging beſide 
the Pallace, and directed the deponer, to ſee what the king 
was doing, and the deponer findinghis maieſtie in the cloſe 
comming foꝛth, he paſſt backe, and told the maſter, who im⸗ 
mediatly addꝛeſſed himſelfe to his Vighnefſe , and ſpake 
with his maieſtie a good ſpace beueth the Equirie:and after 
his maieſtie was on hozſe backe, the Maiſter commeth to 
the Deponer, and tommaunds him to fetch their hoꝛſes, and 
bade him haſte him, as he loued my Lozdes honour and his, 
and aduertiſe my Loꝛd, that his Maieſtie and he would be 
there incontinent, and that his maieſtie would be guiet: and 
the deponer inquiring ol the maſter ikhe ſhould go pzeſently, 
he did bid him leape on and follow him, and not to goe away 
vntil he ſpake with the Ring: and the maiſter hauing ſpoken 
with the King, at a beach ofthe Park wal, he turned backe 
and bade the deponer ride away, and the deponer making 
his returne in al poſſible haſte to Saint Tohnſtoun, he found 
my loꝛd in his chamber about ten houres, who leſt the com⸗ 
panie he was ſpeaking with, and came ta the deponer, and 
aſked, hath my bꝛother ſent a letter with youzthe devoner ans 
ſwered, no:but they will be al here intontinent and bade the 
deponer deſire my loꝛs, to cauſe pzepare the dinner. Imedi⸗ 
atly theratter, my loꝛd tok the deponer to the tabmet, e aſked 
at him, how his maieſty tok with Þ maſter his bzotherty de⸗

poner anſwered very well, and that his Paieffie laide his 
hand ouer the maiſters ſhoulder. Thereafter my Loz2d en- 
quired if there were many at the hunting with the Ning: the 
deponer anſwered, that he toke no hede,but they who were 
accuſtomed to ride with his maieſtie, and ſome Engliſhmen 
were there: and that my Loꝛde inquired what ſpeciall men 
were with his maieſtie, and that the deponer anſwered, he 
did ſer none but my L02d Duke. And within an houre there⸗ 
after, when the deponer came in from his owne houſe, the 
Carle bade him putte on his ſecret and plaite - ſleeues, foꝛ 
hee had an hy- land man to take, which the deponer did in⸗ 
continent: and about twelue houres, when the Deponer 
was going out to his owe houſe to his dinner, the ſteward 
came to him and told him, that George Cragingelt, was not 
wel, and was laine dewne, deũred him to farry and take vp 
mp Loꝛdes dinner: and about halfe an houre after twelue, 
my Lo2d commanded him to take vp the firſt ſeruice. And 
when the deponer was commaunded to take vp the ſecond 
eruice, the maiſter and William Blaire came into the all 
fo my Lo2d, | 
The deponer rememb2eth himſclfe, that AndrewRuth- 
wen came befoze the maiſter a certain ſpace, and ſpake with 
my Loꝛde quictly at the table, but heard not the particular 
purpoſe that was amongſt them. And ſo ſone as the maiſter 
came to the Yall, my Lo2d and the whole company roſe from 
the table: and the deponer hearing the noyſe of their fozth- 
going, ſuppoſed they were going to make bꝛeakes foꝛ Ma- 
conilduy : and the Deponer ſent his boy faz his gantlet 
and ſteile-bonnet: and ſ&ing my Lo2de paſſe to the Jnſhe 
and not to the ſhoe gate, the deponer did caſt the gauntlet in 
the Pantry, and cauſed his boy to take his ſtœle bonnet to 
his owne houſe: and he followed my Lo2d to the Inſhe, and 
returning backe wich his Maieſtie to the lodging, beeing 
directed to get dꝛinke. And the maiſter came to the deponer, 
and did bid him cauſe maiſter Wilham Rinde to ſende him 
vp the keye ol the Galerie chamber, who paſt vp x _— 
| £ 
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the key fo the maiſter: and immediatly mp V o2de followed 
vp, and did ſpeake with the maiſter, and came down againe, 
and directed maiſter Thomas Cranſtone to the deponer, to 
tome to his Loꝛdſhip in his Maieſties chamber. And that 
my Loꝛd directed him to go vp to the Gallery to his bꝛother: 
and immediatly mp Loꝛd followed vp, and commanded the 
deponer to bide there with his b2other, and to do any thing 
that he bade him: The deponer enquired at the maiſter what 
haue pe to do ſir? the maiſfer anſwered, ye muſt go in heere, 
and tarry vntill J come backe, fo: J will take the key with 
me. So he locked the deponer in the round within the cham⸗ 
ber, and toke the key with him. Shoꝛtly thereaffcr , the 
maiſter returned, and the Rings Paieſtie with him to the 
ſaid cabinet in the round: and the maiſter opening the dae, 
entered with the King into the ſatd rounde: and at his verie 
entrie couering his head, pulled out the deponers dagger, 
and held the ſame to his Maieſties bꝛeaſt, ſaping: Remem- 
ber pe of my fathers murther:? ye ſhall now die foꝛ it: and 
minting to his Yighnes heart with the dagger, the deporer 
thꝛew the lame out of the maiſters hand: and ſwoze, that 
as God ſhall iudge his ſoule, if the maiſter had retained the 
dagger in his hand the ſpace that a man may goe ſixe ſteps, 
he would haus ſtricken the King fs the hiltes with it: but 
wanting the dagger, and the Kinges marcfty giuing him a 
gentle anfwere, he ſaid to the kinges maieſy with abhomi⸗ 
nable oathes, that it he would kepe ſilence, nothing ſhoulde 
aile him, if he would make ſuch pꝛomiſe to his bother, as 
they would craue of him: and the kinges mateſty inquiring 
what pꝛomiſe they would crauc: he anſwered that he would 
bꝛing his bꝛother. Do he goes fo: th, and lockes the dgoze of 
the round vpon his maicſtp and the deponer: hauing firlt 
taken oath ofthe king that he ſhouldnt crie, no open the 
windowe. i 
And his maieſty inquiring of the deponer what he was: 
he anſwered, a ſeruant of my Lozds. And his maieſtp aſking 
of the deponer, if my Lo2d would doe any euill to him: the

And the deponer pꝛelling to haue opened the windoe, the . 


entred, and ſaid: Dir, there is no temedie, By Eod vou mull 


die: and hauing a loſe garter in his hand, pꝛeſſed to haue 
bound his maieſties hands, and the deponer pulled the gar⸗ 


ter out of maiſter Alexander his hand. And then the Pai⸗ 


ſter did put one of his hands in his Maieſties mouth, to haue 
ſtaped him to ſpeake , and helde his other arme about his 
Highneſſe necke: and that this deponer pulled the maiſters 
hand from his highneſſe mouth, and opened the windowe: 
and then his Maieſtie cryed out thereat, wherevppon his 
Highneſſe ſeruant came in at the gate, and this deponer did 
runne and open the dwzeofthe Turnepecke head, whereat 
Iohn Ramſay entered: and the deponer ſtode in the Cham⸗ 
ber vntill he did ſ& lohn Ramſay giue the maiſter a ſtroke: 
and thereafter pꝛiuilpy conueyed \bimſelfe downethe Turne⸗ 
pecke to his owne houſe: and the deponers wife enquiring of 
him, what the fray meaned? the deponer anſwered, that the 
kings maieſtie would haue beene twice ſticked, had not hee 
releued him,

after his returning from Falkland on the fift of this inſtant, 
Maiſter Iohn Montcrief enquiring of him where hee had 
beene 2 Be anſwered, that he had beene bepond the bꝛidge 
of Erne, and ſayes that he gaue that anſw:r to maiſter John, 
becaule mp Lozdcommaunded him to let no man know that . 
he was to ride to Falkland : and that my Loꝛdes direction to 
him, was, to come backe with his bꝛother maiſter Alexan- 
ders anſwere, and to leaue Andrew Ruthwen tg awaite vp⸗ 
on the maiſter.
